the dead. A man cannot create himſelſe, not beget him. 
ſelfe, nor quicken himfelſe when hee is dead, Nay, hee 
cannot fo much as bring anie helpe to theſe workes, bus 
is mecrely patient: So is hee in his convetſion to God. 
Finally the worke of out converſion is called a tenova- 
tion of the heart, Exec. 36. 26. I will give yow anew beart; 
and put 4 new ſpirit within you, I null take away the ftonie 
heart, and give you aheart of fleſh, and I will put mn ſpi. 
rit within you, and cauſe you 10 malle in my Statutes. This 
is a promulgation of the Covenant of Grace ;whece yet 
may perceive the difference bet yeene this new Covenant, 
and the old. In the covenant of workes God required 
obedience to his law, and wee were unable to pertorme 
it. In che covenant of Gt᷑ace, God tequites faith and re- 
pentance, and wee are as unable to performe that Where. 
iu then is the difference Even in this, that the firſt co. 
venant had no ſuch power annexed to it, to woxke in us, 
that which it required from us; but in the ne cove- 
nant, that condition which God requireth from us, hee 
worketh in us. Hee cals us to returne; and hee turnes us. 
But then( will a Papiſt ſay) To what purpoſe are theſe 
echortations Doth God commaund us that which is 
impoſſible ? And are his admonitions.in yaine? I anſwer. 
Firft, God commaunds us many things which: are im- 
poſsible, not abſolutely , but as the Apoſtle ſpeaketh, 7» 
aſmuch as the Law « weeke, becauſe of the fleſh: For once 
God gave us a power to doe whatſoever hee commaun. 
ded; and werby our fall have loſtthis pon cr; yet hath

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net God loſt his right to demaund that debt of obe- 
dieuce, which his eteature oweth unto him: So that the 
Commandements of God in this ſtate of cotruption 
ate the meaſute of our debt, not of our ſtrength; they 
ſhew us what wee ſhould doe, not what wee can doe. Se- 
condly, ney ther are theſe exhottations in vaine; for God 
doth not regenetate us by ſudden enthuſiaſmes; but by 
ordinary meanes : and theſe exhortations are the meanes, 
without which ordinarily no man is, or can bee convet- 
ted: Wee ate begotten by the word of trueth. Tam; 1.18. 
7 hroueh the Goſpell, t. Cor. Of theincortuprible ſeede 
of the word, r. Pet. 1.23. Now no man will ſay that it is 
in vaine to uſe ordinatie meanes, as to take meate for to 
nout iſh our bodies, Phyſicke to recover out health, to 
caſt ſerde inthe ground, for to bring foorth ftuite, though 
the event bee not in our power, but in Gods hands: So 
neyther can theſe exhortations to repentance be in vaine, 
though it bee not in out power to returne unto the 
Lord. Thirdly, cheſe exhortations ſerve to humble us 
with a ſight of out one inabilitie, and alſo to direct 
us what things wee are to aske of God by prayer: accor- 


ding to that of S. Auguſtine, Deus jubet aliqua, qu 
poſſa mus; ut nouerimus quid ab ills petere debe umus.
